I  would  advice  them  lo  reflect  seriously  upon 
tb<!se  things  that  sowhen  ihoy  have  come  to  a 
decision  they  may  act  witli  a  cleair  conscieBtse 
whatever  their  deeision  m«y  be<^   v  ■    _ 

It  is  true  that  Merchants  and  Tavern  Keep* 
era  generally  make  a  profit  by  selling  riquor, 
but  when  it  oecasions  the  evils  1  have  eiiutner- 
ated,  when  it  causes  the  immediate  death  of 
the  drunkard,  there.is  blood  upOn  the  profit, 
♦'It  is  the  pricf  of  blood."  No  man  knows, 
when  be  sells  a  quart  of  liquor  to  a  misera- 
ble sot,  but  that  it  may  cause  his  instanlaneom. 
death,  and  then  at  whose  door  lies  the  guilt. 

Such  cases  have  occurred  in  other  places  in 
munborless  instances,   the  bloOd  of   10,000 
such    unfortunate    beingsj    cries    aloud    for 
vengeance  upon  IhoN  who  marie  a  gain  by 
their  miseries ;  who  ministered  to  thetii  the 
cup  of  poison7  and  made  themselves  rich,  by 
iupplying  the  miserable  yictims  of  intemper 
ance  with  the  •'  accursed  tlving.'?—No  matter 
tn  what  way  the  poison  is  administered,  the 
Scripture  says,  "  Wde  onto  bin™  that  piveih 
his  neighbour  drink,  that  puttest  ihy  bottle  to 
him,  arid  makest  him  drunken  also."—- But  I 
am  persuaded,  that  if  all  would  unite  io  pro- 
mising not  to  sel)  any  spirituous  liquors,  the 
pecuniary  sa,crifice  would  not  be  very  great,and 
one  vtould  possess  no  advantage  over  another 
in  the  way  of  custom.— And  whatever  money 
was  saved  in  this  way,  by  those  who  forimerly 
laic*  it  out  in  liquor,  would  be  expended  on 
other  things,,  for  the  support  and  comfort  of 
their  families,  and^upon  which  the  merchant 
would  have  a  better  profit,  than  ha  bat  upoa 
bilHquora.  '  .        ^
